A systematic campaign against the 


gypsy moth in New Hampshire has 
been started 'by the state mothe de- 
partment,. It is the intention of the 
state agent to bring every resource 
to bear against the pest, so far 
as 


economical administration of state 
funds will allow. 
j 


Tiie gypsy molto is now established 


in 120 towns in New Hampshire. It 
•has spread to very little area in the 
last year; nevertheless it now cov- 
ers so much ground that there is pos- 
sibility of destroying the pest through 
out the state by mechanical means, 
wi'th available state funds. 
To at- 


tempt, such a program would be to 
undertake 
the 
impossible. 
On tlhe 


other hand, to confine all work ic 
a single locality, while advantageous 
to the immediately towns concerned is 
not meeting the problem consistently. 


It is especially the desire of the 


moth department to conduct the work 
for thq benefit 
of 
the slate as a 


whole, rather than for one locality 
and to make the state funds do tilie 
greatest possible service l>oth for the 
present and for the future. With this 
in mind, the "scouting" or inspection 
nart of the work 'has been organized 
as follows:

One Merchant Will Sell Only Muslin, 


Another Nothing but Silk, Another 
Spice;, and So On—Water I' Diffi- 
cult to Obtain and Is Very Expensive. 


"One .curious thing about the bazaarsi 
qf Persia, writes Mrs. Mary A.''id. Col- 
quhoun in/the, Lo§ Angeles Times,'Is 
the fncf that' all the shops of one Kind 
lire.grouped together, and so we speak 
of the "cloth bazaar," the ''hat ba- 
zaar," the "shoe bazaar." There are . 
both wholesale and retail shops, but j 
tiiore are no department stores as in 
America, nor Is there such a thing as 
n general grocery or dry.goods store. 


One grocer keeps spices-only, an- 


other 'tea. coffee, sugar, etc.; one dry 
goods merchant will sell you muslin, 
another broadcloth; another slit. There 
are no large manufactories in Persia. 
It Is common ib have a small factory 
iind » shop together or'side by side. 


All tbe metal utensils used in the 


country are made; of either brass br 
copper. These suhstances are hammer- 
ed Into stiupe. A stroll through the ba- 
7.11 nr where'this work is going on gives 
one the impression that pandemonium 
has broken loose. 


Different kinds of bread are made'In 


the bazaar. One kind which is espe- 
cially liked by tbe people and which 
can lie obtained fresh at almost every 
hour of the d;iy' is cal'.ed "non-1-san- 


iik,'' literally'little stouo bread. it Is 


made by pouring (lie dough on very 
hot pebbles; which baku it quickly and 
give it a crisp crust Of course it is 
thin, not more than a quarter of on 
Inch in thickness.

The entire water supply of Teheran 
conies from the snow on the mountains 
north of the city. It is. brought for a 
distance of many miles in underground 
watercourses. - There are • thlrty-fonr 
such channels which enter the city. 


At various places as they pass along 
here are openings Into these. Through 
these openings the water Is dipped up 
wllli a leathern bucket and poured into 
a goatskin bag, Which ig slnng over the 
shoulder of the private servant or the 
professional water carrier. Nothing la 
more common In the street than a Elghl 
of one of these carriers;
